SUGGEST FLAX 
AS NEW CROP 
FOR FARMERS 


Harrisburg, Jan. 6 (AP)—A group 
of legislators proposes that Pennsyl­ 
vania figuratively “grow” its own 
tablecloths and handkerchiefs. 
Fat profits for farmers, and jobs 
for unemployed workers, are seen 
by the Joint state government com­ 
mission as the incentive for Key­ 
stone state farmers to plant th cir^ 
fields in flax. 
^ 
Chairman Ellwood J. Turner said 
development of the linen industry, 
to meet market demands created 
since the European war reduced im­ 
ports, might create Jobs for 50,000 
lo 75,000 Pennsylvanians. 
He added that research has shown 
flax might be grown profitably in 
Pennsylvania at a yield of approxi­ 
mately $56 an acre, whereas other 
crop values range from $15 to $30 
an acre. 
The 
commission has conferred 
with representatives of tile state 
Department of Agriculture and the 
State Grange on methods of stim u­ 
lating Ute production of flax. The 
plan first was advanced. Turner 
said, by Fred C. Storz, Pittsburgh 
importer. 
‘ The soil and climate of Pennsyl­ 
vania are suitable to the growing 
of flax to be used in the m anufac­ 
ture of linen," tire legislator said. 
"This would open to the farmers 
of the commonwealth a crop that 
is more valuable per acre than any 
other crop." 
Most of the meagre flax produc­ 
tion in the state now is turned into 
linseed oil. for stock ft€>d. paints, 
and industrial uses. 
"We’re going to make further sur­ 
veys of the possibilities in Pennsyl­ 
vania.” Turner said, "and also as to 
whether there would be a market 
for flax if it were grown. 
"Storz said he has talked w it la 
m anufacturers who would open pro­ 
cessing plants, and feels th at fac­ 
tories would be drawn into the state 
if an adequate supply of flax were 
grown here.”
